John McCoy, of the Foundation for Re¬ 
search in Parapsychology, lectures to 
the Phoenix Spacecraft Research, Assn, on 
Monday night. He presents "Parapsychology 
“-Frontier Science of the Mind." 

Parapsychology litterally means "be¬ 
yond pyschology." The term is used to 
denote the area os psychological science 
which investigates so-called paranormal 
phenomena, such as telepathy, clairvoy¬ 
ance, prerecognition, etc. 

McCOY’S LECTURE WILL include a short 
color film illustrating various aspects 
of parapsychological experiments. The 
audience on Monday night will also be 
given a mass E.S.P. (extra sensory per¬ 
ception) test in order to deomonstrate 
how his experiments are conducted. 

He has been active in para psycholog¬ 
ical research for six years, having, 
within that time, delivered many papers 
at science conventions and published 
material regarding E.S.P. 

The Foundation for Research in Para¬ 
psychology has been organized to further 
such scientific research. It is headed 
by G.E. Thurman, M.D., and by Andrija 
M.D,, editor of the Foundation’s journal 
and author of a successful book, "The 
Sacred Mushroom."

Rechtin concluded that it v/ill take 
great patience from the American public 
if the United States is to remain in the 
race to eventually overtake the Russians.

Juan Bonell Rubio, president of the Euro¬ 
pean Seismic Committee, reported here to¬ 
day. But, "only 30 or 40 of them are no¬ 
ticed by the people."

23 issue, about the argument still ex¬ 
isting between scientists, "Are the 
other-planets inhabited?" Time con¬ 
cludes that 100,000 planets are. 
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HONOLULU—It appears that Hawaii was in¬ 
habited as early as 750 /'D, according to 
recent discoveries by Dr. Kenneth P. 

Emory, archaeologist of the. Bishop Museum 
in Honolulu. 

Emory and students of the University 
of Hawaii have been doing systematic dig¬ 
ging on Oahu, Kauai, and Hawaii, three 
major islands. Charcoal taken from one of 
the sites and applied to radio-carbon 
tests da tea''back to 957 AD. Also at the 
same ground level were found a number of 
bone fish hooks. 


EVIDENCE SUPPORTS DATES 
Archaeologists found, in a layer of 
earth below that which held the artifacts, 
evidence of human habitation, and thus 
conclude that man lived on the site at 
least 200 years prior to 957.

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KAGENFURT, Austria, Nov. 21—Archaeo¬ 
logists have found proof that the people 
who occupied Alpine lands—som3time''‘be-' 


tween the Etruscan and Celtic periods— 
possessed an alphabet of their own. 

In charge of some excavations there 
is Prof. Rudolf Egger. He says that 
letters found engraved on vases, cups 
and tablets formed part of the alphabet. 
These and other artifacts were found in 
diggirg atop the peak of Magdalensber.g 
mountain. 

The words are characteristic to 
Oriental, written from right to left, 
Egger noted that the letters would pos¬ 
sibly determine what Language had been 
used prior to the Celtic period. It was 
believed that this site was Norea, cap" 
ital of the Celtic state of Noricum. 
Since digging started in 1948, palaces, 
a big assembly house, extensive and lux¬ 
urious bathhouses, family vaults and 
central heating systems have been un¬ 
earthed.

RUSSiAN MYSTERY OF 
1908 IS RE-OPENED 

Soviet scientists are speculating 
that a meteorite which fell in Siberia 50 
years ago may have been an atomic-powered 
spaceship from Venus. The official Czech 
trade union news-oaper Prace reported this 
in a front page article on March 7. 

4 BOOK HAD B^’^'N Published in the Soviet 
Union presenting evidence from various 
Soviet scientists supporting this theory, 
the article said. 

The book, by Alexander Khzancev, called 
"A Guest from -the Universe," presented the 
following findings by Soviet scientists 
sunporting the idea, 

THF EXPLOSION caused by the "meteorite" 
produced a big fireball which was follow¬ 
ed by a mushroom-shaped cloud. Persons 
living near the site of the impact died 
of a then unknown illness, which showed 
the same symptons as exposure to atomic 
radiation. The explosion had its biggest 
impact at some distance from its center— 
exactly like an atomic explosion. There 
was no crater. 

A Soviet expedition to the site of the 
explosion two years ago discovered "par¬ 
ticles' of ’ iron, which are not a part of a 
meteorite." 

EYE WITNESS ACCOUIT: 

Eye-witness accounts of the explosion 
indicated that the object slowed down to

"Thus, there is only one ex¬ 
planation, the secret visitor from the 
universe was a space ship in which, 
for unknown reasons, the atomic fuel ex¬ 
ploded. "

Newly appointed International UFO 
Observer Corps Area Investigator for Co. 
Dublin, Erie, Mr. Eric Millar has sent this 
interesting sighting account..It happened 
back in 1932. Isolde Cazelet, of Grosvenor 
Road, Rathmines, Dublin, was in a garden 
at Sandymount, at 7:30 a.m. It was day¬ 
light. Suddenly, an orange ball approx¬ 
imately the size of a full moon rushed at 
terrific speed across the sky. She just 
had time to shout out to her sister...be¬ 
fore the object disappeared. 

"It sounded like a fire when water has 
been thrown on to it, and had six or so 
very smaller satellites," she said.

Jerry Hulse writes in his column "Sky¬ 
ways" of the Los Angeles Times that "space- 
bergs" may be a clue to the saucer mystery.

600 miles away. 

AN OBJECT TH‘'T CAUSED earthquakes 
felt at Irkutsk, Chita and Kabansk seemed to 
have no iron or stone fragments in its 
structure.

He claims 
that the rash of sightings in 1947 was 
caused by a flood of these ’bergs." or 
comets in space. Robey refers to a "chunk 
of ice too stfiall to be observed as a comet, 
but too large to be entirely melted before 
it gliees into the last few miles of air 
above the earth.

. The tales of giants also abound. 
Giants came down from above and killed 
the Inca women when they had intercourse 
with them.-y^e don’t know if these were 
later Quetzalcoatls who had spent too 
much time aboard their space craft, or 

what. But this same 
Bernal Diaz del Cas¬ 
tillo has this to 
say about the thigh . 
bone of a giant that 
Cortez sent to the 
court of the Spanish 
King to deomnstrate. 
to the Monarch that 
he was indeed in a 
strange land with 
many wonders: "They 
said that their' an¬ 
cestors had told 
them that in times 
past there had lived 
among them men and 
women of giant size 
with huge bones, and 
because they were a 
very bad people of evil manners they 
fought with them and killed them and that 
those which remained had died off. So- 
that we could see how high and tall these 
people were, they brought us the leg bone 
of one which was very thick and the 
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height of a man of ordinary stature (5 ft.?) 
and that was the (thigh) bone from hip to 
knee. We were all amazed at seeing these 
bones and felt sure that there must have 
been giants in this country. Our Captain 
Cortez said to us that it might be well to 
send the bone to Castile so that his Maj¬ 
esty might see it, so we sent it with the 
first of our agents who went there." 

The Mexican no doubt would have been 
happy to have the Spaniard believe that 
they were giant killers. But the bones 
themselves indicated that there were giants 
about this high plain of Mexico a few hun¬ 
dred years ago. 

THEN IF ^.'JE BELIEVE it to be true we 
might ask what sort of giant was it that 
appeared on the high plain of Mexico and 
also in the Andes some thousands of years 
ago? 

As Cortez and his men had a lust for 
gold, and not for giants and UFO reports, 
we might take them at their face value.

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TO THE EAST and north of Ohio’s 
terminal city, Cincinnati, lies a rough 
oval, some hundred miles long, which con¬ 
tains America’s most unique prehistoric 
relics. 

Left by a long forgotten race of In¬ 
dians known vaguely as "Tho n;:Und Builders" 
these strange works are truly astounding 
in execution, size and number. 

THESE PEOPLE, who vanished so com¬ 
pletely they were unknown by the local 
Indians when the first 'vdiite man arrived 
in the Ohio Valley, left more than 10,000 
of their unusual monuments. 

Largest of these—and many are spec¬ 
tacularly large—is the earthworks named 
"Fort Ancient". A few miles northeast of 
Cincinnati, Fort Ancient lies atop an 
elevated plateau which overlooks the 
Little Miami River Valley, ’’’alls of earth 
of truly heroic proportions, as much as 
20 feet thick, protected an area 100 
acres in extent, and evidently was once 
a thriving settleirent. Though many arti¬ 
facts—cooking utensils, ornaments, wea¬ 
pons—have been found there, there is no 
clue as to what form of enemy finally 
scaled the massive walls to wipe out the 
inhabitants. 

MIAMISBURG MOUND 

Another intriguing mound is the 
Miamisburg Mound. Conical in shape, it 
towers more than six stories in height, 
has a circumference of 250 feet. And no 
matter how you look at it, it represents 
an awful lot of dirt to pile up, even 
with modern dozers and earth-movers. 

Many of the works of the mound build¬ 
ers form unusual shapes, and are supposed 
to have represented religious meanings of 
one sort or another to the Indians. 

Uhile geometric shapes are most common,, 
there are mounds shaped in the forms of 
animal life. .4,flying bird icay be seen a 
at the Newark earthworks, a giant snake 
a at Surpent Mound. 

The Indians’ monuments live on, giv¬ 
ing their builders a sort of immortality.

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d OR T^'^ELVE years now, we have lived 
with the unidentified flying objects. 
Slowly, but surely, the public throughout 
the world has come to regard them in a 
serious light. The concept of visitors 
from outer space is certainally not so re¬ 
mote or unlikely to the average person as 
it was in 1947. However, it is not only in¬ 
terest in UEO's that has grown over the 
years, but also in many other subjects. 

Those individuals who first became enam¬ 
oured with the mystery of spacecraft from 
other worlds are now branching into the 
new theories making revolutionary changes 
in archaeology, anthropology. The discov¬ 
ery of the Oreopithecus Ifen in Itlay 
pushes man back to an age of twelve mil¬ 
lion years or more. 

This means that cul¬ 
tures of much greater 
technological advance¬ 
ment t-han ever before 
imagined may sleep 
beneath the polar ice 
or behind the "green 
hell" of some unex¬ 
plored jungle region. 

All in all, the 
interests of the pub¬ 
lic seem to be spurred 
on by a recognition 
that the materialism 
of . modern, mechanised, money-oriented 
society is not enough to satisy the inner 
nature of man. During the Dark Ages, a 
tremendous burden of fantastic supersti¬ 
tion, psychism, spiritual powers, and the 
like were perferted to the enes of Rome, 
and so abused and debased that when the 
light of the "Rebirth" shone out, anything 
pertaining to these matters was swept aside, 
whether it was truth or falsity. The rising 
tide of the new science held nothing.but 
disdain for the Church which had bound it 
to a dogma set at controlling the free 
thought of man, even to the extent of deny¬ 
ing proven scientific fact, and. forcing 
"scientists" to "recant." Thus it was that 
a great wave of materiality swept over the 
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world as scientific enlightenment came. 
The Church,, ever ready to adapt itself 
to changing conditions, even became 
more "material" in its approach. Extra¬ 
sensory perception, the basic nature of 
man, "spiritual powers" and all psychic 
phenomena were relegated to the trash 
heap as through the years science pro¬ 
gressed to the pinnacle of dogma from 
which it had displaced the Church. 



DURING THE PERIOD after 1850 the era 
of materialistic 
thought was at its 
peak. Darwin con¬ 
tributed much to the 
idea that man was 
his body and that 
"mind" was somehow a 
product of the brain. 
To the scientist or 
informed intellectual of the day con¬ 
sciousness or awareness was sin^jly an 
afterglow'from energized'brain cells. Some¬ 
thing, however, happened in the late 
1800’s to change this trend. Dr. G. H. 
Williamson says in his book Other Tongues- 
Other - Elesh that a great influx of, outer 
space'influence took place at this time. 

No matter from where the influence came, 
it was certainly felt. Almost overnight, 
historically speaking, all the things 
which had so roughly been abandoned by 
science began to be examined by the more 
intelligent and far-sighted investigators. 
Man begins once more to quest for the 
full realization of his ultimate nature 
and its expression in the physical world. 

Today, these ideas do not have the ful 
full approval of sci¬ 
ence or the public, 
but all mankind has 
realized to one ex¬ 
tent or another that 
'^materialism is not 
^ the answer to earth’s 
problemsand that the answer does lie 
somewhere in the realm of an understand¬ 
ing of Man’s own true and basic nature. 

The trend away from materialism is now 
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being felt in every field of study. As we 
mentioned, archaeology is being trans¬ 
formed. ■Dsychology is being shaken to its 
roots, physics cannot maintain the pace set 
by brilliant young scientists. Religion it¬ 
self has undergone remarkable revision. 
Thousands have become receptive to non- 
materialistic concept of life. Such great 
literary figures as Aldous Huxley have' 
spoken out about saucers and against the 
growing materialsim of the day. His new 
book, Brave New World Revisited , is an 
absolute must.

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he visible spectrum has wave lengths 
>. from 400 millimicrons (violet) to 700 
millimicrons (red), in length.

Two fre¬ 
quencies that do not exist as such are 
black and white. Black is what one sees 
when all color is absorbed. When-three 
primary colors--red, green, and violet— 
are seen in equal amounts, one will see 
white.

The primary colors of pigment 
are red, blue and yellow, and from these 
primaries one may obtain any color de¬ 
sirable from mixing them, as with paints or 
crayons. Likewise, the three above mention¬ 
ed light primaries will produce any color 
desired by mixing the proper coiniinations 
and proportions. 

on all charts of the 
visible spectrum, c li¬ 
enee has been unable to 
place magenta within 
the visible spectrum, 
even though magenta is ' 
visible. The invisible 
colors are, of course, 
those existing in other 
forms, such as ultra 
violet (above the spec¬ 
trum) or infra-red (be¬ 
low the spectrum). Some 
others, starting with the highest and work¬ 
ing toward the lowest, are Gamma rays, x - 
rays, Hertzian, radar, television and radio 
waves, which are a mile in length. To give 
you an idea of the,size of the waves in ^ 
the visible spectrum, a micron is the mil- 
lonth part of a meter; a millimicron is 
the thousandth part of a micron. Short, I 
should say. 

mAT ORTHODOX SCIENCE does, not (admit¬ 
tedly) know is the fact that in addition 
to vibrating, the waves spiral, like the 




twist of a cork screw. Green is exactly 
mid-way between red and violet—the low¬ 
est and highest visible rays—having a 
frequency of 550 millimicrons.

Likewise, green and violet would 
form blue. Blue would be the complement 
■of yellow since each was formed mid-way- 


between the neutral color green and ei-. 
ther of the extreme vibrations. The com¬ 
plement is, therefore, the color that is 
formed at the same point between the neu¬ 
tral color and the extreme color; the 


other color is formed at the same point 
between the neutral color and the op¬ 
posite extreme. This being impossible 
with green has no com¬ 
plement except for the 
fact that magenta spi¬ 
rals in the opposite 
direction, assuming 
this position. The 
colors do not.spiral, with the exception 
of green and magenta. Vibrating on the 
same frequency, green could not manifest 
as a different color from magenta, except 
for the above reason. 

THE ABOVE MEMOD: is formed by adding 
red to violet. Red, 700 millimicrons,

First of a series of articles on "Meta¬ 
physics,” what is implied by the term, what 
it is, how it is need, and a discussion of 
its usefulness. 

The term "metaphysics" is not new to 
many of. our readers, but for the benefit 
of all who may venture into reading this 
column regularly during the months that 
follow, we’de like to define the term in 
general. As given in Vebster's New Col¬ 
legiate Dictionary, and then add to this 
definition the shades usually associated 
with the term when used by metaphysicians, 
and truth students the world over, Webster 


states: 

That division of philosophy which 
includes ’ontology', or the science 
of being, and cosmology, or the 
science of the fundamental causes 
and processes in things. 


Also Webster’s dictionary states that 
the word is derived from the Greek, having 
two sections; meta meaning "beyond" or ■ 
"after" the physical or external nature, 
and, physical meaning the external or so- 
called natural or nature. It is commonly 
stated as, "That which is above the purely 
physical." We think of it as a study of 
ontology, or the science of being, the sci¬ 
ence of mind or spirit, or things of a 
spiritual nature, in contrast to things or¬ 
dinarily expressed in the five-sense world. 


OTHER DEFINITIONS 

Certain teachers of mind science state 
that metaphysics is the "study of god as 
creative intelligence," or "the universal 
creative mind" of the infinite, which as 
spirit, it is conscious. But it also op¬ 
erates as law, which is subjective. 

Next month we’ll discuss ontology more 


specificily. For now, let’s take a quick 
look at just one phase of metaphysics, 
that which deals with "thought." 

THERE ARE TWO types of thinkers found 
in the metaphysical field—as perhaps 
there are in most other fields of en¬ 
deavor. Namely, creative thinkers and 
wishful thinkers. The creative thinker 
vizualizes himself as one who already pos¬ 
sesses the thing he is seeking to demon¬ 
strate; and then presents the image or 
idea of it to his inner creative power 
plant, as a matrix or mold.
